Groundwater grant from SuperBuild 
for Quinte Conservation 


Thirty-two more Ontario 
communities and organiza- 
tions, including Quinte Con- 

_ servation, will have better 
information to protect their 
drinking “water resources 
thanks to the Ontario gov- 
ernment’s additional $5-mil- 
lion investment in local 
groundwater studies, Envi- 
ronment Minister Chris 
Stockwell announced earlier 
this week. 

The grants for Ontario 
communities and conserva- 


tion authorities build on the _ 


largest single investment in 
groundwater resources in 


the province’s history. Since 
2000, the Ontario govern- 
ment has invested $19.3 mil- 
lion in local groundwater 
studies to help gather valu- 
able information on the prov- 
ince's groundwater re- 
sources. Quinte Conservation 
was granted $233,750. 
“Our government is com- 
mitted to ensuring that eve- 
ryone in this province has 
access to clean, safe drink- 
ing water,” said Stockwell. 
“By gaining a better under- 
standing of our water supply, 


-we can plan to protect and 


preserve it for the future.. 


Sound information means 
sound decisions can be 
made.” : 

The studies will provide 
valuable information that will 
help develop local source 
protection measures, and 
will support the creation of 
a province-wide water 
source protection frame- 
work. The studies will map 
sensitive groundwater ar- 
eas, survey how 
groundwater is used, and 
identify wellhead protection 
areas around municipal 
wells and potential contami- 
nant sources. 


This-SuperBuild invest- 
ment in groundwater stud- 
ies builds on previous grants 
in water source protection, 
including a $10-million 
SuperBuild investment in 31 
similar studies last year; $4.3 
million to fund groundwater 
studies under the Provincial 
Water Protection Fund; and- 
$6 million to establish the 
Provincial Groundwater 
Monitoring Network. These 
initiatives are part of the gov- 
ernment’s clean water strat- 
egy to improve water qual- 
ity and water delivery in 
Ontario. :

More suspected cases of

History of decoys makes for 
interesting Society program 


By Joan Sampson 

Paul Simonsen’s interest 
in decoys was sparked by 
the discovery of a wooden 


decoy in a culvert on the . 


Ganaraska River when he 
was. 12 years old. 

He displayed his collec- 
tion of carved birds to a large 
audience of members and 
friends of the Percy/Wark- 
worth Historical Society at 
their Monday, March 24 
meeting at the Warkworth 
Heritage Centre. All but one 
of the birds on display were 
“working” decoys used by 
hunters over the years to 
lure wildfow! within shoot- 
ing distance. 

Paul reviewed the history 
of decoys, stating that 
wooden ones are uniquely 
North American. The word 
decoy comes from the 
Dutch for a cage or pen 
baited with live birds and 
grain. In the 1600's North 
American Indians used 
stuffed, dried skins of wa- 
terfowl but the earliest 
known birds, made of wo- 
ven reeds intertwined’ with 


feathers, were discovered in 
the south-western US. in 
1924 and carbon-dated as 
being 2160 years old. 

“In the 1800’s when pas- 
senger pigeons were so 
bountiful that their passing 
blocked the noonday sun like 
an eclipse, “stool pigeons” 
were used as decoys. Live 
pigeons were blinded and 
tied to stools, which would 
be jiggled so that the tied 
bird's movements would at- 
tract the wild flocks, which 
were hunted to extinction in 
less than a century. 

Tools of the Trade 
, Many people in the 19th 
century made a’ living pro- 
viding wildfow! to hotels, 
restaurants and as meat for 
their own and others tables. 
Wooden decoys became a 
tool of the trade for these 
hunters who probably spent 
the off-season carving them. 


The Migratory Birds Act of . 


1900 restricted hunting and 


~ outlawed the use of live de- 


coys, which were often 
used in amongst the wooden 
birds to make a more effec- 


tive lure. Factories produced 
hand-carved, and later ma- 
chine made, decoys. 

In this area the Peterbor- 
ough Canoe Decoy Compa- 
ny’s products were found in 
Eaton’s catalogues from the 
1890's to the 1950’s and 
consequently can be found 
in many parts of the coun- 
try. Each region developed 
a distinctive style), 

The Peterborough ducks 
have two circular hollow 
cavities for lighter weight 
and better riding in the wa- 
ter. George and James 
Waring were well-known 
Toronto carvers. 

George arranged a hunt- 
ing trip to Manitoba in 1901 
for the Prince of Wales and 
carved all the decoys used 
by the party. Paul showed 
examples of several types 
that he has collected, the ear- 
liest being one carved around 
1860. 

Decorative Decoy 

On the centre of his ta- 
ble, Paul had a beautiful 
decorative decoy, which a 
friend had carved and en- 


tered in competition. These 
are the decoys we are more 
familiar with today. How- 
ever Paul's passion is for the 
older working models, with 
their original paint when he’s 
lucky enough to find them. 
Collectors bought many of 
the antique birds in the 
1970’s. Paul advised that 
searching for ones that you 
like make for a rewarding 
hobby. It evidently is for 
him, for he talked with those 
present and answered ques- 
tions long after his formal 
talk was finished.

First, make sure you prepare the wood for staining. Proper preparation is 
staining job. “If you have wood that has been weathered, you should r 
restorer,” recommends Linda Bourgeois, Marketing Co-ordinator. “This will 
fibres and rejuvenate the weathered wood.” Some light sanding should thei 
the stain to penetrate, as well as further remove any splintered wood. 

Knowing when you can stain is a

- hours, or is forecast to rain in 


the next 24-48 hours. 

« Ensure stain is not applied 
in extreme heat, direct sun, or 
windy conditions, as it will dry 
prematurely. 


Following these environ- 
mental conditions will make 
staining a more pleasant job. 

It is important to consider 
the surface you will be stain- 
ing as well. They all have spe- 


_ cial considerations, for exam- 


ple Spruce tends to be a moist 
lumber, which requires extra 
time to dry, while a Redwood 
or Cedar deck requires exten- 
sive treatment of dead wood 
fibres before staining can take 
place.

230 charged in traffic blitz 


Central Hastings O.P.P. 
detachment conducted a 
major traffic blitz during the 
holiday weekend, starting on 
Thursday and ending Mon- 
day.

A total of 230 charges 
were laid during the week- 
end. These statistics in- 
cluded 209 speeding charges 
and 21 charges under vari- 
ous other sections of the 
Highway Traffic Act includ- 
ing careless driving, seat belt 
sections and following too 
closely. Six radar detectors 
were seized and charges laid. 

Of the 230 speeding in- 
fractions, approximately 30 
were for speeds of 35 km or 


more over the speed limit. 
One driver was stopped for 
doing 56 km/h over the 
speed limit on Highway 37 
and charged by an officer. 
The driver left and was 
stopped shortly after by a 
second officer and charged 
with 46 km/h over the 
speed limit. 

Sergeant Ken Salisbury 
advised that the detachment 
is “committed to addressing 
aggressive driving within the 
detachment area,” especially 
the speeding issue on High- 
ways 37, 62 and 7. “This 
is the first of several initia- 
tives to be carried out dur- 
ing the upcoming months,” 
he said, “and we will con- 
tinue to assign traffic man- 
agement officers to patrol 
these highways on a regu- 
lar basis.”

On Thursday April 17th 
the Madoc Garden Club 
welcomed Master Gardener 
Barbara Stock from the 
Wellington area.

Think of a time when you 
needed to play really good 
golf. Did it occur? Usually, 
the answer is no. 

Why does this happen to 
us? 

Maybe it is like singing in 
the shower or your car 
where all the weight and 
pressure of pulling off a good 
performance are removed. 
It's just you and your voice, 
and as far as you are con- 
cerned, you sound pretty 
good.

Our internal dialogue can 
have a remarkable effect on 
our scores. No matter what 
the situation may be, I’m 
constantly telling myself this

is fun and there’s nothing 
else I'd rather be doing. 

Totally Absorbed 

The past and future do 
not exist when I am stand- 
ing over a golf ball. Even if I 
am on the range, I am to- 
tally absorbed with the 
present and drawn into that 
“fortress-like room.” When 
I'm ready to hit a shot all my 
golfing partners disappear 
behind a curtain I draw i in my 
mind. 

They appear after I’ve 
executed the shot and that’s 
when the evaluating and 
analyzing begins, but it 
ceases the moment I’m over 
the next shot. 

My friend Dean was hav- 
ing quite a struggle with his 
round a little while ago and 
as we walked down the 
third fairway he was telling 
me about how his game had 
deteriorated in the last 10 
years. Dean was, to say the 
least, not having fun. 

This was the catalyst, 
which invited doubt, and 
doubt acts like a “speed 
bump” on the roadway to 
success. We gear down and 
never get into that state of 
“cruise control” the few 
lucky ones will experience. 

The good news is Dean 
can get his confidence back 
by re-examining his “address 
position” and building a solid 
game from the ground level, 
both mentally and physically. 

Your setup and swing 
mechanics create each result 
you see. The problem lies 
within the golfer’s ability to 
fit the desired “shot” into the 
appropriate situation. It’s not 
unlike the singer who is sing- 
ing the “right” notes but is 
just out of “synch” with the 
rest of the band. The result 
is chaos. 

One of the best ways to 
improve your score is to 
lower your expectations and 
focus on attaining a renewed 
serise of balance. This bal-

ance should be initially di- 
rected to your feet as they 
support and influence the 
upper structure. 

“Body awareness” as op- 
posed to “ball conscious- 
ness,” should be one of your 
main concerns. 

Physically tuning into 
your own “body move- 
ments” and squelching the 
“mental chatter” so prevalent 
amongst golfers, is the se- 
cret to gaining consistency. 

A sharp memory can be 
a very valuable tool in your 
never-ending search for that 
perfect round. It can also be 
your worst enemy unless 
you can “tune out” when it’s 
shot time.
